ANNUAL  REPORT,  1913. 


Gentlemen, — 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  report  upon  the  health  and  general  condition 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1913.  The  most  noticeable  feature  has  been 
the  absence  of  infectious  disease,  with  the  exception  of  two  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  one  of  scarlet-fever  at  Crick.  The  housing  question 
has  called  for  most  discussion,  and  a marked  improvement  has  taken 
place,  although  no  new  houses  have  been  built  in  the  district.  The 
births  and  deaths  vary  very  little  from  year  to  year. 

Birth-Rate. 

The  births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  46,  as  compared  with 
51  in  the  previous  year,  and  consist  of  25  males  and  21  females  ; one  only 
of  these  was  illegitimate.  This  is  equivalent  to  a birth-rate  of  19.5  per 
1,000,  and  is  a slight  decrease  on  the  average  for  the  last  five  years. 


Death-Rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year  was 
28,  as  compared  with  37  in  the  previous  year,  and  is  equivalent  to  an 
annual  death-rate  of  11.8  per  1,000.  This  is  considerably  less  than  it  has 
been  for  the  last  five  years,  which  has  generally  varied  from  14  to  15  per 
1,000. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Four  children  out  of  the  46  born  died  under  the  age  of  12  months. 
We  have  thus  a death-rate  of  86  per  1,000.  This  is  higher  than  in  the 
five  previous  years. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  been  formally  adopted,  and  will 
come  into  operation  in  the  course  of  a few  weeks.  A District  Health 
Visitor,  so  necessary  on  the  adoption  of  the  Act,  is  to  be  provided; 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1911. 

Only  two  cases  have  been  notified  during  the  whole  year.  One  of 
these  was  in  an  advanced  stage  and  died  ; the  other,  a chronic  case,  is 
having  domiciliary  treatment  and  an  open-air  shelter  has  been  provided  ; 
some  improvement  has  taken  place.  Personal  supervision,  isolation, 
printed  leaflets  of  instruction,  disinfectants,  and  spit  bottles  have  been 
provided,  and  thorough  disinfection  after  death.  These  are  the  methods 
of  procedure  adopted. 
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Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

With  the  exception  of  the  above,  only  one  infectious  disease  has 
occurred.  Non-notifiable  disease  amongst  children  has  been  absent. 
In  fact  the  district  has  been  remarkably  free.  There  has  been  no  closing 
of  schools. 


Causes  of  Death  at  all  Ages. 

There  has  been  no  death  from  zymotic  disease.  Two  deaths  occurred 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  two  from  malignant  disease,  which 
is  less  than  i per  1,000.  Fifteen  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons  65  years 
and  upwards. 

Elementary  Schools. 

The  Crick  Schools  are  still  being  used.  Although  improvements 
have  been  made  in  the  sanitary  arrangements,  the  ventilation  of  the 
classrooms  is  very  bad.  Negotiations  are  being  made  for  the  erection 
of  new  schools. 

The  slaughter-houses,  dairies,  and  cowsheds  have  all  received 
periodical  visits,  and,  on  the  whole,  are  clean  and  sanitary.  The  bake- 
houses, too,  have  been  periodically  limewashed. 

The  carcase  of  a heifer  at  Crick  was  voluntarily  surrendered.  It  was 
found  to  be  in  an  advanced  stage  of  tuberculosis  and  was  condemned  and 
destroyed.  No  other  cases  of  diseased  meat  have  been  found. 


Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 

Systematic  examinations  have  been  well  maintained.  As  a result 
of  a petition  to  the  L.G.B.,  signed  by  some  inhabitants  of  Crick,  an 
enquiry  was  held  by  Mr.  Courtenay  Clifton,  at  the  Council  offices,  on 
May  6th  ; afterwards  an  inspection  of  the  district  was  made,  and  as  a 
sequel  to  this  enquiry  and  examination,  it  was  suggested  that  six  houses 
should  be  built  at  Crick,  four  at  Kilsby,  and  three  at  Barby.  Steps 
have  been  taken  for  the  purchase  of  land  at  Crick,  but  so  far  it  has  been 
impossible  to  obtain  a suitable  site.  No  new  cottages  have  been  built 
during  the  year.  One  was  closed  and  demolished. 

Representations  of  two  others  at  Barby  were  made,  and  these  have 
been  made  reasonably  fit  for  habitation.  72  houses  have  been  inspected  : 
27  at  Crick,  4 at  Barby,  16  at  Kilsby,  9 at  Lilbourne,  and  16  at  Yelvertoft. 
45  houses  have  been  or  were  being  repaired  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
Details  of  work  done:  Roofs  repaired  and  spouted,  18  ; houses  wholly 
or  partly  cleansed,  25  ; privvy  middens  converted  into  pail  or  water 
closets,  9;  courtyards  repaired  or  re-paved,  11  ; drains  trapped,  5 ; 
new  closets  provided,  5 ; new  privvy  pails  provided,  4 ; repaired  walls, 
floors,  and  ceilings,  14;  ventilation  of  bedrooms  and  pantries,  10; 
new  drains,  6 , wells  cleansed,  new  sink  trough  provided,  1 j damp- 
proof  course  inserted,  1.

Gentlemen, — 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  report, 
with  summary,  showing  the  amount  of  work  done  during  the  year  1913. 

Inspection  of  District. 

As  in  previous  years,  periodical  and  systematic  inspections  have  been 
made  in  various  parts  of  the  district  in  accordance  with  the  many  Acts, 
Orders,  Regulations,  Bye-laws,  etc.,  in  force  in  the  district. 

The  follow  ing  summary  will  give  the  numbers  of  the  principal  works 
which  have  been  carried  out  : — Roofs  repaired  or  spouted,  20  ; houses 
wholly  or  partly  cleansed,  etc.,  29  ; privy  middens  converted  into  pail 
or  water  closets,  12  ; court  yards  repaired  or  re-paved,  11  ; drains 
trapped,  6 ; new  closets  provided,  5 ; choked  drains  freed,  4 ; new  privy 
pails  provided,  2 ; repairs  to  walls,  floors,  and  ceilings,  15  ; additional 
ventilation  of  bedrooms  and  pantries,  11  ; new  drains  laid,  8 ; wells 
cleaned  out  and  protected  against  surface  pollution,  3 ; new  sink  troughs 
provided,  1 ; damp-proof  courses  inserted,  2 ; disconnection  of  waste  from 
drains,  2 ; ashbins  provided,  1 ; offensive  accumulations  removed,  9 ; 
total,  141. 


Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  1889. 

Only  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  at  Crick  has  been  reported  during  the 
year. 

Water  Supplies. 

Four  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  analyses,  three  of  which 
were  reported  to  be  fit  for  drinking  purposes,  and  the  other  unfit. 

Certificates  under  the  Public  Health  Water  Act,  1878,  were  granted 
for  two  new  houses  at  Crick,  belonging  to  Mr.  W.  G.  Hodgkinson,  and 
one  to  Mr.  G.  Cowley,  Kilsby,  in  respect  of  a building  converted  into  a 
cottage. 

Canal  Boats  Acts. 

Twenty-five  boats  were  examined  during  the  year,  and  all  were  found 
to  comply  with  the  Acts  and  Regulations. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  occurred  on  any  of  the  boats. 
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Petroleum  Acts. 

Three  persons  are  licensed  under  the  Acts,  whose  premises  have  been 
inspected  and  found  to  be  kept  in  accordance  with  your  requirements. 

Slaughter-Houses. 

The  number  of  slaughter-houses  in  use  is  six— the  same  as  last  year. 

Visits  at  irregular  intervals  have  been  made,  and  very  little  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  maintaining  them  in  fairly  good  order.  Notices 
were  issued  every  three  months,  requiring  the  lime-washing  of  walls,  etc., 
and  duly  complied  with. 

Unsound  Food. 

One  beef  carcase  and  the  offal  was  voluntarily  surrendered  and  dis- 
posed of,  the  case  being  one  of  generalised  tuberculosis. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

There  are  28  workshops,  including  six  bakehouses,  on  the  register. 

Notices  requiring  the  cleansing  and  whitewashing  of  bakehouses  were 
issued  twice  during  the  year  and  duly  complied  with. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  the  several  cow-houses,  and  the  periodical 
limewashing  has  been  maintained. 

The  number  of  persons  registered  at  the  close  of  the  year  is  15 — one 
less  than  last  year. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 

Seventy-two  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year.  In  each  case  a 
detailed  report  was  submitted  to  you  and  sent  to  the  respective  owners. 

A closing  order  was  issued  in  respect  of  a cottage  at  Crick,  late  in  the 
occupation  of  Mrs.  Caroline  Pike,  since  which  a plan  has  been  laid  before 
you  for  its  re-construction. 

Representations  were  made  in  respect  of  three  cottages  at  Barby. 
two  have  since  been  put  into  a state  of  repair,  and  the  other  partly 
pulled  down  ; and  is,  I understand,  to  be  converted  into  a wash-house. 

Villages  and  number  of  houses  inspected  Lilbourne,  9 ; Crick,  27  ; 
Barby,  4 ; Kilsby,  16  ; Yelvertoft,  16 — total,  72.
